New Securities 
Boss Co/fed 
the Judge

WASHINGTON (AP) - He is 


called the "Judge" and the title 
says a lot about the style of 
Hamer H. Budge, new boss of 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


The quiet, closed-mouth, judi- 


cial way of doing business used 
by the 58-year-old former Idaho 
congressman puts him in sharp 
contrast to his old friend and 
predecessor, Manuel F. Cohen, 
who resigned last month under 
pressure from President Nixon. 


But the new chairman, who 


was elevated to the job after 
serving as an SEC member 
since 1964, says there won't be 
major changes in the policy of 
the commission, which was crit- 
icized by Nixon during the pres- 
idential campaign as "heavy 
handed." 


While refusing to comment on 


the Nixon charges, Budge said 
"I think the SEC will continue 
to do its job just as it has in the 
past," he said in an interview. 


And so do his subordinates, 


many of whom admit they will 
miss the stormy weather that 
seemed 
to mark the Cohen 


years. 


"Nixon has picked a man 


who's 110 per cent behind our 
enforcement programs," one at- 
torney said. 


"Judge Budge is very enforce- 


ment minded," he added. "I 
don't think it would be right to 
say the President has picked 
him with the idea he'll lay low 
or go light on the industry." 


At the same time, observers 


figure Budge to be less an inno- 
vater 
than Cohen, who kept 


Wall Street constantly on edge. 


While Budge spent only three 


years in his pre-SEC days as a 
federal judge, compared with a 
full decade as Republican con- 
gressman from Idaho, the time 
on the bench seems to have left 
the more lasting mark. 


"When he sits there," an SEC 


official said, "he looks like a 
judge. Thinks like one too. He 
does a good job of getting right 
to the heart of something with a 
single question." 


Another Budge-watcher said 


there need be no concern about 
the new chairman, so long as he 
is faced with courses of action 
where the law indicates what 
must be done. 


"He tends to be rather a pur-

Rescued Miner 
Relaxes in 
Hospital Bed

LARK, Utah (A) - 
Tough, 


grizzled William "Buck" Jones 
relaxed in a hospital bed today, 
freed from the tiny cell of rock 
that held him captive deep in a 
Utah mountain for eight days. 


Jones, 61-year-old father of 11, 


was brought to safety Sunday 
night by rescuers who had tun- 
neled tediously through 25 feet 
of rock to his cubicle. 


After an emotional reunion 


with his big family at the mine 
entrance, Jones was whisked 20 
miles to a Salt Lake City hospi- 
tal for examination and rest. He 
looked weary, but obviously was 
in high spirits. 


"I want a shower!" he shout- 


ed. "I think I need it." The echo 
rang down the hospital corridor.' 


He got a bath instead. Then 


he shaved himself, had a dinner 
of ham and eggs and watched a 
television replay of his rescue. 


A 
hospital spokeman said 


there would be no immediate In- 
terviews. 


It was a tearful, joyful scene 


when the tunnel train carrying 
Jones to safety reached the sur- 
face after a 4'/2 -mile ride from 
the shaft in which he 
was 


trapped by a cave-in Mirch 1. 


A cheer went up from more 


than 300 persons crowding the 
runnel opening, including Jones' 
entire family. Her eyes glisten- 
Ing, Mrs. Jones cried, "Buck, I 
love you:" His children shouted, 
"Hi, dad:" 


"Hello, mother," the weary, 


bearded Jones said to his wife. 
Then the two spent a private 
moment in the covered mine 
car before fellow miners carried 
him to an ambulance. 


"His kisses were very dusty," 


said 
daughter Velma Jones. 


Mrs. Jones said he was "very 
tired" but had laughed and 
talked with her. 


A nurse said Jones did not ap- 


pear to have any cuts or bad 
bruises, but had "awfully red 
knees, probably from having to 
kneel a lot." 


Jones's quarters were about 5 


feet wide, and only high enough 
for him to crouch in. 


The rescue climaxed days of 


danger and frustration for work- 
ers who risked their own lives in 
the narrow shaft of the lead, 
zinc and silver mine. 


Officials had feared a new 


cave-in 
which 
could 
have 


crushed Jones and taken the 
lives of his rescuers. 


A direct route through the 12- 


to-15 feet of mud and rock which 
sealed Jones in the tunnel was 
abandoned after four days be- 
cause of cave-In danger. An at- 
tempt to drill an escape tunnel 
with diamond bits also ran into 
problems. The rescue was final- 
ly made through a tunnel which 
workers 
began c h o p p i n g 


through solid rock Thursday. 


Rescuers 
had to pull Jones 


through a passageway less than 
two feet, wide, but he was far 
from helpless. 


"He came right down a ladder 


by himself," said rescuer Walt 
Graham. Another rescuer, Jack 
Clancy, said, "He believes God 
saved him. Nobody is going to 
change his mind on that." 


Jones was trapped when the 


side of a tunnel in which he and 
another miner were working 
caved in, Th6 other miner, Ger* 
aid Charles, 25, jumped free. 


For 3"/2 days, there was only 


silence 
as rescue workers 


picked slowly through the rub* 
ble. Then Jones startled them 
Wednesday morning by calling 
out: 


"When are you going to get 


me out of here?'

watching television in his hospi- 
tal room when he saw a visitor 
in the hall. 


"All I have to say," Jones re* 


marked, "Is that Gtod had His 
arms around me."

And at least one senator, 


Democrat Daniel K. Inouye of 
Hawaii, said he will Introduce a 
bill 
Wednesday to authorize 


joint commercial operations of 
newspapers if one partner Is 
deemed failing. 


But It is anybody's guess 


whether Inouye's bill or others 
already introduced in this 91st 
Congress will get any farther 
than proposed legislation that 
died last year. 


The idea is to provide an anti- 


trust exemption for commercial 
pacts between otherwise com- 
peting newspapers if one of the 
papers' survival is doubtful. 


The industry maintains the 


public benefits because an edito- 
rial voice that would be stilled 
by financial death is kept alive. 


In Tucson, operators of the 


Daily Star and the Daily Citizen 
agree in 1940 to merge their pro- 
duction, circulation, business 
and advertising departments for 
25 years. In 1953 the agreement 
was extended until 1990. 


Justice William 0. Douglas' 


opinion for the court found ob- 
vious antitrust violations and 
said an exemption could not be 
justified through use of what is 
called the failing company de- 
fense. 


That is, Douglas said, there 


was no indication owners of the 
Citizen were contemplating a 
liquidation prior to the joint 
agreement. "There is no evi- 
dence," he said, "that the joint 
operating 
agreement was the 


last straw at which Citizen 
grasped." 


Douglas described the failing 


company defense as "a judicial- 
ly created doctrine." And with- 
out actually Inviting passage of 
legislation he noted that Con- 
gress had taken no action on 
any of .the proposed bills.

It would waive antitrust ob- 


jections If one or more of the 
papers involved in a joint opera- 
tion met that definition. 


Inouye

Court ruling "came as no sur- 
prise," and demonstrates the 
reasons he wants Congressional 
action. 


The Honolulu newspapers, the 


Advertiser

widow refused for months to ac« 
cept a Medal of Honor awarded 
her husband for bravery in Viet* 
nam, then consented to receive 
it only in secret. 


Mrs. 
Mary Jo Sargent of 


Hampton, Va., widow of Army 
1st U. Ruppert Leon Sargent, 
was given the nation's highest 
military award by a brigadier 
general who called at her home 
Monday, Pentagon sources said. 
Lt. Sargent was killed in 196? 
when he fell on two enemy hand 
grenades. 


She wanted no publicity and 


opposed accepting the medal for 
religious reasons, her mother 
,sald, Both are Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses. 


The unusual incident was a 


source of keen embarrassment 
and frustration for the Army. 


Officials said they could not 


recall a similar Instance, but In 
1952 Halsey McGoVern refused 
to accept a Medal of Honor 
awarded posthumously to one of 
his sons killed in Korea, con- 
tending President Harry S. Tru- 
man was "unworthy to confer" 
it. 


"I think we were at the point 


once where we just wanted to 
pack up the award and mail it 
to her," one Army officer com- 
mented. 


Mrs. Sargent could not be 


reached for comment. 


The lieutenant's mother, Mrs. 


Janet Sargent, said In Hampton 
that both she and her daughter- 
in-law opposed the award be- 
cause of their beliefs as Jeho- 
vah's Witnesses. She would not 
explain further. 


Generally,

Because of the family's reluc- 


tance to accept It, the award 
had .to-be,approved.again when 
President Nixon took office. 


In accordance with the wid- 


ow's wishes, the Army planned 
no announcement of any sort 
about 
Sargent's 
award even 


though It was going Into the rec- 
ords as the 75th Medal of Honor 
given in the Vietnam war and 
would have been impossible to 
conceal. 


The text of the citation was 


provided to newsmen after word 
of the secret ceremony got 
around. It still bore the nota- 
tion: "No distribution will be 
made of this release—per re- 
quest of next of kin." 


The citation said 
Sargent, 


then 29, was led by a former 
Viet Cong soldier on March 15, 
1967, to a reported weapons 
cache In a tunnel In a deserted 
village In South Vietnam's Hau 
Nghia Province, 


Sargent saw that the tunnel 


was booby trapped. 


An attempt to destroy the boo- 


by trap failed, but enemy sol- 
diers were flushed out. One 
hurled two hand grenades into 
the midst of Sargent's men. 


"Lt, Sargent fired three shots 


at the enemy, then turned and 
unhesitatingly 
threw 
himself 


over the two grenades," the ci- 
tation said. 


"He was mortally wounded, 


and his two companions were 
lightly wounded when the gre- 
nades exploded, 


"By this courageous and self- 


less act of exceptional heroism, 
he saved the lives of the platoon 
sergeant and forward observer 
and prevented the Injury or 
death of several other nearby 
comrades. 


"Lt. Sargent's actions were In 


keeping with the highest tradi- 
tions of the military service and 
reflect great credit upon himself 
and the United States Army." 


An Army officer la the Penta« 


gon, reading the citation, said 
he felt Mrs. Sargent had no 
right to try to keep her hus- 
band's Medal of Honor a secret.

McCarthy 
Would Run 
If Drafted

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Eugene J. McCarthy, who said 
last fall he would not seek re- 
election as a Minnesota Demo- 
crat in 1970, now says he might 
accept his party's draft—If it Is 
Strong enough. 


McCarthy, relaxed and smil- 


ing, told an Interviewer in his 
Senate office that he has "not 
thought about getting out of pol- 
itics altogether." 


ffcck In the capital after a 


weekend trip to Minnesota, his 
first time home since the presi- 
dential election, McCarthy rein- 
forced a statement at a Minne- 
apolis news conference that he 
h£s made no final decision on 
whether to seek ret-lection lo 
his Senate seat. 


"J do not know what I will do 


In 1970," he said. "1 might be 
grafted 
by the (Democratic) 


party. I would have to see how 
Strong such a draft was." 


In an Oct. 29 statement en- 


dorsing former Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey for the 
presidency, McCarthy said: "1 


will not be a candidate of my 
party for re-election to the Sen- 
ate from Minnesota in 1970, Nor 
will I seek the presidential nom- 
ination of the Democratic Party 
in 1972." 


The 
enigmatic 
Nflnnesotan 


now characterizes his pre-elec- 
tion statement this way: "1 set 
some limits; they do not mean 
much." 


"There are a couple of things 


that I will have to shake down 
before making a real decision-r- 
before 1 even start to think 
about it," McCarthy said when 
asked if he intended to leave 
politics. 


McCarthy, who hasbeenwrit- 


ing a book on the 1968 election 
campaign and his role in it, has 
been described as irked by re- 
ports that 
Humphrey blames 


him in part for Richard M. Nix- 
on's presidential victory. 


Few Humphrey aides appear 


to doubt the former vice presi- 
dent will seek to return to the 
Senate if McCarthy doesn't run.

even go so far as to pi edict pri- 
vately that if the political winds

will run regardless of what

Q—I am taking Cyclospas- 


mol to dilate my blood ves- 
sels. Can they be dilated too 
much? Are there any side 
effects from this drug? 


A—Since blood vessel dila- 


tors relax contractions in 
the vessel wall, thus permit- 
ting the vessels to dilate, 
they cannot be said to cause 
overdilation. The side effects 
of Cyclospasmol i n c l u d e 
nausea, flushing of the skin, 
a* feeling >of /w'feKRness" and ' 
rapid pulse. 


Q—Is it true that orange 


juice, water and beef are 
causative factors in clog- 
ging the arteries because of 
the r e s i d u e contained in 
them? 


A—No. 


Q—In a recent column you 


said that inhaling tetraethyl 
lead gasoline f u m e s can 
cause brain damage. I am 
not in the habit of smelling 
gas fumes but whenever I 
start my car I get a strong 
whiff. Can this harm me or 
my children? 


A—No. The true gasoline 


sniffer inhales the fumes for 
hours at a time.

Manuel Hamm, 116 E. Avenue 
C, where Grosbeaks were nu- 
merous a week ago — and where 
the Idea of photographing our 
Spring visitors occurred. 


In yesterday's column we re- 


ported that the Grosbeaks are 
migratory, spending Winter in 
South America, which while true 
of some of the varieties is not so 
with the Evening Grosbeak. He 
ranges widely, but keeps to the 
Northern hemisphere. Some of 
the others do migrate. Altogeth- 
er there are four varieties: Even- 
Ing, Rose-Breasted, Black-Head- 
ed, and Blue.

Military analysts said Saigon

Cong's main objective. They 
said the main bodies of four en- 
emy divisions—poised to the 
west, 
northwest, 
north 
and 


northeast 
of the capital—had 


made no serious move toward 
the city but that local regional 
forces were "gravitating" from 
the south and east toward the 
capital military district. 


"When it's time to attack Sai- 


gon," said one analyst, "the su- 
bregional forces will spearhead 
the attack, while the forces 
from the divisions will try to 
maneuver at the opportune mo- 
ment and try to follow in," 


The 
four fights 
in which 


American forces reported kill- 
ing 120 North Vietnamese troops 
centered in a relatively small 
area of Tay Ninh Province, as 
did a large number of the rocket 
and mortar attacks. U.S. cas- 
ualties In the ground fighting 
were reported as five killed and 
20 wounded, all In a strong in- 
fantry attack on an . American 
base 53 miles northwest of Sai- 
gon. 


The North Vietnamese 1st Di- 


vision sent about 400 troops 
against a patrol base of the U.S. 
1st Air Cavalry Division called 
Landing Zone Grant. Reports 
from the field said about 50 
North Vietnamese were killed In 
the second attempt in four 
nights to overrun the base under 
cover of a heavy barrage from 
120mm mortars. 


The attackers were driven 


back after two hours of pound- 
ing by gunship helicopters and 
artillery. Last Saturday, 154 en- 
emy troops and 11 Americans 
were reported killed in an at- 
tack on the base. 


Two miles farther north, other 


troops of the 1st Air Cavalry di- 
vision backed by helicopter gun- 
ships reported killing 14 enemy 
soldiers without suffering any 
casualties.
